Atlanta, @e., Aug. 27—More than 20 
lives have been lost and enormous 
damage to property done by floods 
which are prevailing in western and 
south Carolina and eastern Georgia. 
The railroads are blocked, communica- 
tion by telephone and telegraph has 
been largely interrupted. The flood 
is the worst that has prevailed in 
twenty yeare. Nineteen of the per- 
eons who perished lost their lives 
when the steel bridge over the Watree 
river at Cambden, 8.C., wae destroy- 
ed. Twenty-five, persons were on the 
bridge watching the surging waters 
when the 150 foot span gave way, 
Only six of those on the bridge are 
accounted for, 

The Southern railway trains from 
Ashville to Sharoneburg ran into a 
washout near Saluda. Engineer Lon: 
don was killed and the fireman badly 
injured. The iracks of the Southern 
railway between Aleton and Columbia 
are submerged in water. Several tres- 
tles are down on the Charleston and 
Western Carolina road, and many land 
élides and washouts have occurred on 
the Ashville division of the Southern 
railway, There has not been a through 
train from Atlanta to Charlotte since 
yesterday morning. 

While the flood conditions prevail 
all over enetern Georgia, Augusta 
seems to be the chief eufferer. The 
city is completely under water and 
eut off from communication by rail 
or wire, the Jast telephone message 
coming in at 6.30 this afternoon, re- 
porting the entire city submerged. 
Later advices etate that fire has ad- 
ded its terrors to the already pitiable 
condition exieting at Augusta. A huge 
cotton warehouse with its rich deposit 
oi fleecy staple has been destroyed 
while Nixon & Co.'s great wholesale 
grocery warehouse, already surround- 
ed by 10 feet of surging water, has been 
burned to the water's eage. 


BRIDGE WORKER KILLED. 


Montreal, Aug. 27—The first serious 
sign of a break in the local C.P.R. strik- 
ers raaks came when some fifty dissat- 
isfied members heid a secret meeting last 
night and decided to ask the company 
the terms on which they could get their 
positions back. It is stated the men are 
dissatistied at the way which affairs are 
being conducted by the executive. Bell 
Hardy refuses to be interviewed regard- 
ing the new development. VPifty-cight 
men were taken on by Donegan Street 
Employment Agency Company. 

Will Raise 6140,000. 

Toronto, Aug. 27-—-The feature of the 
strike situation today is the announce- 
ment of a special assessment on members 
of the several brotherhoods tf railway 
workers on the C.P.R., who are not af- 
fected by the strike, This is a voluntary 
contribution and will net forty-eight 
thousand dollars. The employees of the 
G.'T. R. and C. N. RK. have notified the 
etrikers that they will contribute one 
doliar per man ,which will bring the am- 
vunt close onto $146,000 for the present 
month, 

West Toronto—C.P.R. tonight shipped 
25 strike-breakers to Winnipeg. A big 
crowd of strikers hurried to the depot and 
a equad of police were hurried after 
them but there was no disorder, moral 
suasion only being attempted. 

Lemieux Act Excelient Measure. 

Ottawa, Aug. 26—J. Keir Hardie, M.P., 
addvessing a gathering of Ottawa labor 
men tonight referred to the C.P.R. 
strike, He said that the best way to 
bring it to an end was for the strikers 
to remain out, and for the other labor 
unions to support them until such time 
as the C.P.R. were forced to take them 
beex to their old places at wages de.

Crown Prince of Germany Creates a 
Sensation in Political Cigeles. 


Berlin, Aug. 26—Crown Prince 
Frederick William who, during the 
past year has been eiudying the civil 
service as an attache of the Prussian 
ministry of the interior, caused a sen- 
sation by denouneing the prevalence 
oi red tape. In a memorandum he 
cums up hie experience by declaring 
that much superfluous writing must 
ve abolished. He eays that the pres 
ent system overloads district officials

mice of Over 100 miles, a light team 
of horses took our democrat, with 
three heavy men in it and ous ip 
plies and bedding, over the road in 
19 hours, The first day we did 55 
miles, That is good evidence of the 
nature of the road 

“It was very bad, however, in a 
couple of places, and the driver made 
a detour of about four miles at cach 
of these spote. Our road crews wert 
working up toward these places, how 
ever, and by the end of this week 
they sheuld have one repaired and 
the other probably also. The reason 
this road is not better is that jormerty 
it Was merely a track through the 
forest quite shaded by the trees, and 
of course the eun had no chance te 
dry ap the roads.

DEPLORABLE ELECTION 
METHODS. 

Toronto Globe—Disclosures in the 
election trial at Truro show that the 
Conservative victory in Colchester was 
achieved by methods which not only 
disgrace the operators and their near 
and distant supporters, but tend to 
make public life repellant to decent 
people. it is such things that tend 
to keep out of political life the class 
of men whose presence is most urgent- 


ly needed in guiding the political de- 
velopment of a young and growing 
country, Whiskey and cash were the 
corrupting agehts, and they were dis- 
tributed in a prodigal excess that 
showed an utter lack of responsibility, 
deceney, and political honesty. As it 
it were not enough to thus pollute the 
source of political authority, the wit- 
nesses ayout to Make dieclosures in 
the courts were approwched and urged 
by suggestions to commit the erime of 
perjury. The Conservative candidate 
who succeeded by the methods disclos- 
ed was Join Stansfield, and he ap- 
pealed to the electors with protesta- 
tions of purity sueh as are still echoed 
by the Conservative press. 

The chief worker on Mr. Stansfield’s 
behali, who Was als6 closely associat- 
ed with a near relative of the eandi- 
date, managed the eorrapting of the 
electors with money and whisky One 
of the witnesses at) the trial ewore 
that he had received from thie chiel 
worker $15 in cash and six bottles of 
whisky ov the eve of the election. The 
ame witiess was approached beiore 
the trial, was treated, and asked te 
forget or deny what had been done 
This treating was done in the preeence 
of a relative of Mr, Stansfield. Another 
witness Was given by the same worke 
$40 in cash and a case of flasks of 
Whisky. He was told to keep the 
money and use the whieky for distri 
bution on behali of Mr. Stansfield. It 
was known to the worker that this wit- 
ness had not been previously a sup- 
porter of Mr. Stanstield. There was 
t second allotment of whisky to this 
witness on Mr. Stansficld’s behalf, An- 
other witness testified to having re 
ceived from the same worker a grip 
full of bottled whisky on nomination 
day, and another supply the day be 
tore election, twenty-four bottles in 
all, to be used on behalf of Mr, Stans- 
field. An important witness had been 
advised by a letter from the secretary 
and agent of the Conservative party 
to call on this same worker. He was 
given a roll of bills, about $20 in all 
on nomination day, to be used on be 


half of the Conservative candidat 
This was supplemented by $25 on elec 
tion day tor use in the same cause 


He was also given some whisky to die- 
tribute. The evidence clearly reveal- 
ed a conspiracy to play upon the 
weukness of an unfortunate class of 
electors and secure their support by 
the corrupt distribution of whisky ana 
bribes of cash. 

The most discouraging feature

A NEW KIND OF WHEAT. 

Regina Lead Writing in the Sat 
urday Evening Post under the head- 
ing, ‘A Miracie in Wheat,” Mr. Oseai 
KF. G. Day, of Minneapolis, presents 
some distinctly startling figures rela 
tive to a new kind of wheat which is 
being experimented with in Idaho and 
ther states. The wheat was found 
growing wild on the east coast of Al- 
aska, and attracted the attention otf 
4 prospector by reason 04 its immense 
sine. Mr, Day suye that five years ago 
Abraham Adams, an Idaho ranchman, 
while prospecting in Alaska, , ran 
across a small patel of wheat. How 
the grain happened to be growing 
there, whether the seed was dropped 
by a bird, an Indian, or a prospector, 
ho one can tell, Only one head oj 
wheat, of unusual size, remained in- 
tact, and Mr, Adams preserved it and 
brought it home to Idaho, where he 
xperimented with it. The first year 
the one head yielded eeven’ pounds 
of wheat; from these seven pounds 
he next year harvested 1,545 pounds, 
which was at the rate of 220 bushels 
an acre; ip the fall of 1906, he plant- 
ed the 1,045 pounds, and the next 
year harvested 68,000 pounds, Mr. 
Adams had his wheat tested at the Id- 
aho experimental etation, where it 
was pronounced a good hard wheat, 
He also tried it both as winter ‘wheat 
and spring wheat end it did equally 
well. Atter that Mr. Day says that 
satisfactory tests were made in Ala- 
bama and other parts of the country, 
and it was demonstrated that the Al- 
aska. wheat will yield two hundred 
bushels to ihe aere, and even more 
with special attention. As the world’s 
average is 12.7 bushels, with a fair 
yield yor exceptional land of 20 bush- 
els, the revolution that is promised in 
wheat growing is beyond even the 
most wondertul imaginations, What 
will be the outcome, quéries Mr, Day 
stupendously. If the United States 
had all been planted with Alaska 
wheat this year, instead of the ordin- 
ary seed, he reckons the result at 
5,000,000,000 bushels. 

If this new wheat should prove to 
be all that is claimed for it, it would 
revolutionize the price of foodstuffs 
the world over, It would work a 
change in wheat growing that would 
upset all past caleulatious. In the 
piesent incomplete stage of knowledge 
of this grain epeeulation, however, is 


idle, but farther experiments both as { 


to the wheat itself and its effect on 
the life of the soil, will receive gteat 
attention.

MEDICINE HAT GAS 


And_are Duly Impressed—They Also 
Express an Opinion Concerning 
the Boundless Resources of Al- 
herta—George 0. Richards Sees in 
Schools of Province Assured Fut- 
ure Greatness. 


Medicine Hat, Aug. 25—The Ameri- 

can hewepaper and magazihe editors 
who are touring the country under the 
auspices of Canada West, the Winni- 
peg magazine, arrived in Medicine Hat 
yesterday, and were entertained by 
the mayor and city council and the 
officials of the board of trade. In 
the afternoon they were vivert demons 
trations at the gas @lante and. the 
Canadian Pacific round house, of the 
cheapness of Medicine Hat power. 
Several of the journalists have been 
for some days devoting their attention 
to weather conditions in Canada, and 
these, with the others, were looking 
forward with keen interest to their 
visit at Medicine Hat, as this town has 
always played an important part in 
weather despatches in the United 
States newspapers. The day here was 
exceedingly warm. 
_ A banquet was tendered the visiting 
journalists early in the evening, at 
which addresses were made by Herbert 
Vanderhoof, editor of Canada West; 
J. 8. Dennis, assistant to the second 
Vice-president cf the C. P. R.; the 
hon. the minieter of agriculture, W. 
T. Finlay; Elliott Flower, of Pearson's 
Magazine; and “Dick"’ Little, of the 
Chicago Revord-Herald. 

That the visitors were deeply tn- 
pressed with the city and the distriet 
through which they. travelled today, 
was shown in their statements to a re- 
presentative of the W. A. P. 

“Another phase of Canada’s great 
resources Was shown to us,”’ said 
Robert R, Jones, managing editor of 
the Chicago Inter Oceon. “In the 
heart of this western cattle country 
we expected to find Bret Hart's kind 
of a trontier, Tustead, we found at 
Medicine Hat a bustling western town 
with modern homes, natural gas and 
every evidence of substantial progress. 
We found high power gas engines 
driving the latest improved turbine 
power, something not even Chicago, 
with its two and a half millions oi 
people, can boast. And these were 
being driven by the inexhaustible fucl 
coming from the ground. Surely nev 
er was a place more basely slandered 

~than was Medicine Hat, and through 
it a large part of Western Canada.” 


Finished Live Stock. 

Hiram M. Greene, of the American 
Press association, said :— 

“This province is sure to be a great 
finishing country for live stock, Dur- 
ing the last year there were shipped 
irom west of Winnipeg approximately 
10,000 head of stock for export. Of 
this, 75,000 came from the provinée of 
Alberta, and more than one-tenth ot 
the whole was shipped from Medicine 
Hat. This is the condition today, 
when the tirst crop of corn ot any cou 
sequence is demonstrating that cor 
can be grown successfully here. With 
corm grown on Alberta farms, as it 
will be svon, this should be the great- 
est finishing country in the world.” 

Richard H, Little, of the Chicago 
Record-Herald, said; “They showed 
us a coal mine at Medicine Hat, but 
what they do with it, Heaven only 
knows. They have 60 much natural 
gas that they burn their street lamps 
all day because it is cheaper td Jet 
them burn than to turn them out and 
light them again. Kvery tine they 
tap the ground natural gas shoots out 
and the men who dig post holes havi 
to be careful not to smoke. They have 
enough natural gas in Medicine Hat 
to run a thousand factories and tour 


U. 8. presidential elections.” 
“The artist of Western Canada,” 
said William Hard, of Everybody's 


Magazine, “is the farmer. He is mak 
ing the prairies more beautiful than 
God made the mountains. He has a 
broad, clean canvas of neutral- tinted 
prairie grass, and on this canvas, 
with a mighty brush, he is painting 
the brilliant colors of his crops. At 
one point today I saw stretching be- 
fore me in succession the golden brown 
of ripened wheat, the milky green of 
hali-ripened oats, the dead black of 
ground plowed and disked for summer 
sallow, the intense vivid green of win- 
ter wheat just rising from the seed, 
and then, framing it all, the pater 
green of the still unturned prairie 
grass. It was a picture that comes 
home closer to one’s heart than tie 
ecenory of the Rockies, because 
while man does nothing to the moun- 
tains but help to show them with 
his flimsy, puny houses, he here, on 
the prairies, paints for himself every 
year at his own will a scene of per- 
petually changing beauty, in which 
the touch of human hands and the 
eweat of human souls. When one 
looks at the prairie and sees new 
shades and tints and blotehes of 
bright color follow the plow, the drill 
and the reaper, one cannot help feel- 
ing that this work of human art, 
spread all along beside the railway 
line from Calgary to Medicine Hat, 
should draw as many tourist spectat- 
ors tothe car windows as does the 
cold, superhuman grandeur of Bautt.”’ 
A Good Road Bed. 

Bruce F, Barton, associate editor of, 
the Home Herald and of World's 
Events, said; “We have been on the 
train for twenty hours out of the twen- 
ty-four, so that my memory of the day 
is chiefly of wide fields stretching out 
on either side and the glistening rails 
disappearing behind, Some days spent 
on the train are pleasant and some 
are not; this one was. The engineer 
says we lave travelled over forty 
miles an bour most of the time, and 
there has beeu no-dust or jar or pitch- 
ing of the car to indicate it. it is 
difficult to realize such speed when 
one rides on eight-pound rails, over 
twenty-eight inches of ballast. 

“President Eliot, of Harvard uni-

Elliot Flower, the magazine writer, 
said: 
‘ory (a6 we call it in the United 
Btates) in Mecicine Hat, and have 
learned something of its operations. [ 
found, to my surprise, that Medicine 
Hat does npt consume the brand of 
weather that it send< to us. It mere- 
ly gets the indications of a storm and 
the storm itself does not really get 
down to business until it is far to 
the south. It is certainly surprising 
to find a place that is usually identi- 
fied with blizzards and cold waves, 
“rowing apples, tomatoes and corn 
and possessing the largest green houe- 
es in Western Canada. The so-called 
weather factory sccms to be the least 
important feature of the place. 

“The Canadian. Pacific shops are 
astonishiag in their extent and their 
method of saving time by using nat- 
ural meane to get a desired tempera- 
ture,” 

George D. Richards, associate editor 
of the World Today, said: “The in- 
telligent confidence that is shown by 
the people of Western Canada in the 
unfolding possibilities of their grow- 
ing towns is a characteristic that 
seems to me to be particularly signi- 
ficant, They say that they are build- 
ing for the future. In the town of 
Medicine Hat are several surprisingly 
handsome civic buiidings of stone and 
brick. Justly proud citizens, in poiuat- 
ing out two new engines that had been 
but recently installed, said: ‘One of 
these 100 horse power engines pumps 
one million gallons of water per day. 
More than we can use at present, but 
we thought it would be just as well to 
provide for the future with an extra 
engine.’ This same anticipation of 
greatness is not in other towns. The 
cathedral looms up as a landmark in 
the towns of France, but in the. sil- 
houette of the new towns of Western 
Canada it is the school houses that 
push’ up wbove thé surrounding build- 
lings. Jt is this eloquent Sign that 
Makes me share the positive sureness 
of tuture greatness.”

last evening on the “Function and 
mission of the Trades & Labor Con- 
gress.” After impressing on his 
hearers the importance of the coming 
meeting ef the congress in Halifax on 
September 21 to 26, and showing them 
how, by united and energetic action, 
they could better their condition, ue 
proceeded toyberate them soundly for 
having decided not to send a delegate 
to this meeting. 

“You had a splendid convention in 
Calgary last fail and adopted good 
sound principles such as independent 
political action, and what in the name 
of Heavens are you fellows doing now 
that you are not following out the 
plans made at this convention. You 
stand aside and allow this important 
congress at Halifax to pass without 
being represented. 

After stirring his hearers up to a 
sense of their own shortcomings, Mr 
Pettipiece had the gratification of 
seeing his words bear fruit.

A Good Dairy Country. 

In the Spring Lake Country Mr, Stev- 
ens found a settlement of Germans. They 
have turned from ranching and make 
good furmers. Hore a government cream- 
ery is in @peration which has a weekly 
output of from 1,500 to 2,000. pounds. 
Their complaint to the live stock com- 
missioner was that they did not have the 
right kind of cows for dairying. Most 
of their animals were raised under 
ranching conditions and it requires sev- 
eral years of careful handling to develop 
# good milking strain in animals of this 
class, 

A Beigium Settlement. 

One of the most» interesting settle- 
ments that Mr, Stevens visited wag the 
Trochu Valley district, 40. miles east of 
Olds which some years ago was settled 
by a company of Belgian gentlemen. 
They selected this district as the site of 
a large horse and cattle ranch on account 
of it having splendid stretehes of natural 
grass and being well watered. No sooner 
were they well established and were get- 
ting good returns from their investment 
than incoming settlers cut off their range 
and forced them to reduee their herds. 
The ranchers are making the best of the 
situation and are taking slips to profit 
by the development of the country. One 
of the company haa established a private 
creamery in the settlement which is one 
of the best in the province both in point 
of equipment, matiagément and quality 
of the output. It is liberally patronized 
and the manager is encouraging settlers 
to go more extensively into winter dairy- 
ing. To effect this he is advancing 
money, to poor settlers with which to 
purchase milk cows. Mr. Stevens found 
the settler eager to get information re- 
garding dairying and the production of 
farm crops especially alfalfa and Alberta 
red 

East of Innisfail. 

In the Three Hill Valley district 
twenty miles east of Innisfail, Mr. Stev- 
ens found that a lapge number of, erst- 
while ranchers are now turning to win- 
ter feeding or dairying. The problem 
with them is the securing of a sufficient 
supply of winter feed. 


THE “Loco” DISEASE, 


W. F. Stevens, live stock commissiner, 
has returned to Edmonton from a trip to 
several districts of the province in the 
interests of the live stock industry. To 
a Bulletin representative, this morning, 
Mr. Stevens stated that as a general rule 


ranchers and farmers have their stock 
in exceptionally good shape this year. 
This is very opportune as prices just 
now are high and demand for good cat- 
tle is brisk. Owing te the rapid. settle. 
ment of the country the ranchers are 
greatly reducing their herds and going 
into mixed farming. ‘ 
The "Loco"? Weed, 

“In some districts,’ said Mr. Stevens, 
“there are complaints of loss occasioned 
to the herds by the animals eating a 
poisonous weed which is called “loco” 
but opinions seem to differ as to the 
identification of the weed. Of five speci- 
mens gathered and forwarded to the 
chief weed inspector only one was iden- 
tified as being poisonous and this was the 
true “lovo” weed. In order to verify his 
classification Mr. Henderson forwarded 
the specimens to Dr. Fletcher of the ex- 
perimental farm at Ottawa and he 
agreed that a proper classification had 
been made. 

“Animals which have eaten of the 
weeds seem to be robbed of their intelli- 
gence and to have their vision impaired. 
In time they lose strength and nearly al- 
ways die a violent death by being mired 
in « slough or falling over a cliff.” 

Experts Study the Question. 

“The Dominion government,” said Mr. 
Stevens, “has an expert who is making a 
special study of the question and it is 
expected that reliable information re- 
garding the disease will soon be forth- 
coming. It is reported that the season 
in which the animals are most effected ‘« 
in August and September. The only sug- 
gestion for the protection of small stock 
men is that of providing a pasture of 
cultivated grass for the use of the ani- 
mals during the period* when they are 
exposed to the greatest danger. 

“Numerous bulletins have been issued 
by the United States government on this 
question,” continued Mr. Stevens, “but 
although it has been studied in that 
eountry for many years it seems that as 
yet no definite information has been se- 
oured concerning it.” 


BOQUET FOR CLOVER BAR. 

A. F. Mantle, the presentative of the 
Manitoba Free Press, who is engaged*'n 
estimating the crop between Dauphin 
and Edmonton, was in the city yester- 
day. He drove from Lamont to Fort Sas- 
katchewan, and from the Fort to Edmon- 
ton threugh the Clover Bar district. The 
erops in the Clover Bar district and in 
that section immediately east of Fort 
Saskatchewan, Mr, Mantle considers the 
finest he has yet seen in the west. “My 
estimate of the average ld for these 
districts is 25 to 30 b Is for spring 
wheat and 70 to 80 for oats. Further 
down the line the best estimate I could 
give the crops was under 20 bushels.”
